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MARKET  SUMMARY  - DECEMBER  I97O 


The  Federal  Order  MINIMUM  uniform  price  to  be  paid  producers  for  milk  delivered 
to  pool  plants  is  $6.30.  This  hundredweight  price  is  for  milk  testing  3*5'^ 
butterfat  and  is  subject  to  a producer  butterfat  differential  of  8.2  cents  for 
each  one-tenth  of  one  percent  above  or  below  3-5%  test. 

In  December  1970,  68. S%  of  producer  milk  received  by  pool  plants  was  priced  in 
Class  I at  $6.97  per  cwt.  and  31 *1^  "was  priced  in  Class  II  at  $4.83  per  cwt. 

The  December  butterfat  differential  for  Class  I was  8.4  cents  and  Class  II  was 
8.1  cents. 

Total  producer  milk  received  at  pool  plants  d\iring  December  1970  was  34,210,823 
pounds  which  is  an  increase  of  2,569,954  pounds  or  8.1^  compared  with  December 
1969.  The  December  daily  average  deliveries  from  743  producers  was  1,485  pounds. 
This  compares  to  773  farms  delivering  a daily  average  of  1,320  pounds  per  day 
during  December  1969*

PRODUCER  MILK  BASES 

Producers  supplying  milk  to  handlers  regiilated  by  the  Chattanooga  Order  began 
forming  new  bases  September  1,  I97O,  The  BASE-FORMING  PERIOD  IS  SEPTEMBER  I97O 
THROUGH  JANUARY  1971.  According  to  the  base  rules  of  the  Chattanooga  Order ^ each 
producer  delivering  milk  dtaring  the  base -forming  period  will  have  a base  computed 
as  follows:  Divide  the  total  milk  pounds  delivered  by  each  producer  during  the  base- 

forming  period  (September  I970  through  January  1971)  by  the  number  of  DAYS  FOR  WHICH 
DELIVERY  IS  MADE,  OR  BY  120,  WHICHEVER  IS  GREATER.  Bases  will  be  used  during  the 
1971  Base “Excess  pay  period  of  March  through  July  1971.  All  producers,  especially 
partners,  should  take  precaution  to  see  that  their  name  is  correctly  listed  with  the 
Market  Administrator.  Milk  bases  will  be  announced  on  or  before  March  1,  1971.
